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Report on the 1987 Mill Licence Returas 


* The total number of licenced roundwood-using mills in Ontario decreased 
from 808 in 1986 to 684 in 1987. Structurally, the majority of this 
decline was in small capacity sawmills (87), miscellaneous sawn products 
mills, (24) and medium capacity sawmills (10). Declines of 1 large 
sawmill, 2 medium veneer plants and 1 large veneer plant were noted. An 


increase of 1 small veneer plant was also observed. 


* Total roundwood receipts by all mills decreased by 6.6% to 24.8 million 
m> compared to 1986. Sawlog and veneer log receipts were up by 1.7% to 
2.2. million mn, while pulpwood and miscellaneous roundwood mill receipts 


increased by 11.9% to 12.6 million oe 


* Total lumber production increased by 4.7% from 1986 with a total of 5.1/7 


million oe of lumber being produced (4.94 million ae in 1986). 


- Softwood lumber production continued its recovery from 1982's low 
level with 4.47 million = being sawn, an increase of 4.3% over 1986. 
The increase was comprised of spruce, balsam and jack pine (up 0.17 
million Oe 4.8%) and hemlock (up 0.01 million Ae 22.8%). Red and 


white pine lumber production decreased by 0.3%. 


- Hardwood lumber production increased by 7.3% to 0O./70 million oe 
compared to 1986. The largest increase in production was noted in 
other hardwood lumber with a 55.2% increase from 1986. Birch and 
mixed hardwood lumber exhibited production increases of over 102, 


while oak lumber production decreased by 17.4%. 


* Provincial production of all panelboard products increased in 1987 as 
compared to 1986. The largest increases were observed in particleboard 
production (up 9.7% to 369,917 mo and plywood (up 6.9% to 129,342 Se 


Veneer and waferboard production both had marginal increases in 1987. 


* Total pulp production in the Province increased slightly (up 0.2%) from 
1986 to 4.17 million tonnes. An increase of 38.7% in thermo-mechanical 
and other pulp production was offset by decreases in groundwood (down 


0.2%), sulphite (down 5.3%), and sulphate (down 6.7%) pulps. 


* Ontario's total production of paper and paperboard increased to 3.32 
million tonnes (up 6.1% from 3.13 million tonnes in 1986). While 
newsprint decreased slightly (down 0.5%), increases were experienced ina 
groundwood specialty papers (up 39.8%), fine papers (up 1.3%), and other 
papers and paperboards (up 12.7%).

The 19) Oatario 

pulp mills which consumed pulpchips used 280,414 “ (105,717 b.d.m.t.). on 

average per mill, with the 9 pulp mills which used at least 240,690 ae 

(100,000 b.d.m.t.) accounting for 87.9% of the Ontario pulp mill pulpchip 


consumption. 


* The regional distribution of Ontario pulpchip production and consumption 


indicates the following: 


- the Northwestern and North Central regions produced 28.1% of the 


Province's pulpchips, yet consumed 47.8% of the shipments; 


- the Northern and Northeastern regions’ mills produced 61.6% and 


utilized 36.2%; and 


- the four southern OMNR regions produced 10.1%, but used only 1.42; 
while Quebec mills consumed 13.1% and mills in the United States 


received 1.32.

Report on the 1987 Interprovincial and International Trade 


in Wood and Wood Products 


VOLUME OF TRADE 

* Shipments of roundwood and wood residues into Ontario were 0.99 million 
n°, a decrease of 0.09 million af or 8.2% from 1986. Although shipments 
were down from all sources, the bulk of the decrease was due to lower 
volumes of shipments from Quebec, down 0.05 million ee or 16.1% from 
1986, and from Manitoba, down 0.02 million re or 14.9%. Shipments from 
the United States decreased slightly, down 0.01 million = or 1.6624, but 
remained in its role as the leading source of wood for Ontario with 


Quebec second and Manitoba third. These were the only sources of 


shipments into Ontario in 1987. 


* Shipments of roundwood and wood residues out of Ontario were 1.33 million 
ah a decrease of 0.03 million a or 2.34 from 1986. Shipments of Crown 
land-derived wood decreased of 0.01 million a or 1.1%; those of patent 
land-derived wood decreased by 0.02 million m> or 5.02. Shipments 
decreased to the United States by 0.09 million ce or 40.64, but increased 


to the Province of Quebec by 0.07 million m7 or 5.9%. 


* 1987 shipments into Ontario consisted of: 
- 49.8% conifers and 50.2% hardwoods; and 
- 55.0% pulpwood, 36.3% logs and bolts, and only 8.7% whole-tree 


woodchips and other wood residues. 


* 1987 shipments out of Ontario consisted of: 
- 63.2% conifers and 36.8% hardwoods; 
- 10.9% pulpwood, 13.9% logs and bolts, and 75.4% whole-tree woodchips 
and other wood residues; and 


- 70.2% Crown land-derived wood and 29.8% patent land-derived wood. 


* In terms of general historic trends, Ontario continued its move away from 
positive net wood receipts during 1987 with a deficit of some 0.34 


million ma or 0.99 million ao inbound versus 1.33 million i outbound. 


* On a commodity basis, Ontario is: 
- a large, net importer of pulpwood of both coniferous and hardwood

species; 0.15 million Ae shipped out of Ontario and 0.55 million m 


of pulpwood received. 


a large, net importer of sawlogs and veneer bolts; 0.18 million ae 
shipped out and 0.36 million me shipped in. Slightly more hardwood 
than conifer was imported, while conifer shipments out were much 


greater than hardwood. 


a large, net exporter of whole-tree woodchips and other wood residues; 


1.00 million fe shipped out, and only 0.09 million iS shipped in. 


in a wood trade deficit with the Province of Quebec, having sent 1.20 
million m> and receiving 0.28 million m> of wood during 1987. 
Predominantly, Ontario received conifer logs and bolts, hardwood 
pulpwood, and hardwood whole-tree woodchips and other wood residues 
from Quebec, while sending mostly Crown land-derived whole-tree wood- 
chips and other wood residues of both species groups, Crown 
land-derived conifer logs and bolts, and patent land-derived whole- 


tree woodchips and other wood residues of both species groups. 


a moderate net importer of wood from the United States with 0.58 
million ne received and 0.13 million ae sent. The imports were 
primarily conifer and hardwood pulpwood, and hardwood logs and bolts. 
Exported, principally, were Crown land-derived conifer whole-tree 


woodchips and other wood residues. 


a moderate net importer of wood from the Province of Manitoba with 
0.12 million re of wood entering Ontario and no wood going westward 
across the border. Receipts were mainly in the form of conifer

During 1987, Ontario exported $61.0 billion worth of all materials and 
products, while importing $73.6 billion worth for a net international 
trade deficit of $12.6 billion. In terms of a national perspective, 
Ontario accounted for 48.8% of Canada's total exports and 63.4% of all 


imports. 


Ontario accounted for 17.3% of Canada's wood and wood products exports 
and 51.4% of the nation's wood and wood products imports. In a 
provincial context, wood and wood products accounted for 5.9% of all 


Ontario exports and only 1.5% of all Ontario imports. 


Ontario exported $3.61 billion worth of wood and wood products during 
1987, while importing $1.12 billion worth, for a provincial/national 


trade surplus of $2.49 billion in wood and wood products. 


The primary wood and wood products exports from Ontario, ranked by 
value, were Paper for Printing, mainly newsprint ($1,597 million; 2.22 
million tonnes), Lumber and Timbers ($715 million; 5.44 million ee or 
2200 bitiion £.b.m.), Wood Pulp aad Similar Pulp ($701 million: 1.04 
million tonnes), Converted Paper ($154 million; 44,048 tonnes), and 


Other Fabricated Wood Materials ($95 million). 


In terms of Ontario's share of Canada's exports, important products 
were Converted Paper (71.6%), Veneer (46.4%; $64 million; 94,536 =) 
Building Paper, Building Board, and Machine Board (42.9%, $67 million; 
Ci leoyourcounes). Fine, Paper (35.524; S41 million; 39,813 tonnes), 
Tissue and Sanitary Paper (34.7%; $24 million; 19,299 tonnes), and 
Other Fabricated Wood Materials (32.8%). 


The principal wood and wood products imports into Ontario, ranked by 
value, were Lumber and Timbers ($215 million; 0.69 million ae or 0.29 
billion f.b.m.), Converted Paper ($155 million; 54,852 tonnes), Fine 
Paper ($132 million; 66,883 tonnes), Paper for Printing, mainly 
newsprint ($130 million; 115,970 tonnes), and Paperboard ($118 
million; 178,129 tonnes). 


In terms of Ontario’ share of each product's imports to Canada, Fine 
Paper (66.8%), Paperboard (65.8%), Converted Paper (65.8%), Converted 
Paper (65.7%), Millwork (57.9%; $80 million), and Wrapping Paper 
(57.8%; $25 million) were the most significant within Canada's 


economy.
